Office of the Prieſts was-to Offer them at 
the Altar ; while the People Affiſting at 
the Oblation, at the ſame time Offer'd 
them to God by the Hand of thoſe his 
Miniſters, either tor the Remiſlion of their 


in our Sacrifice, ought the Peo- 
ple ever join with the Prieſt, in Offering 
it to Almighty God. 

This Method was earneſtly recom- 
mended by St. Chryſoftom to the Faithful 
of his time, Hom. in 2 Cor. exhortin 
them, to bring an earneſt Attention wit 
them, to the-Celebration of the dreadful 
Myſteries ; and to Conſider, that Prieſts 
and People make up but one Body; that 
therefore they ought to join with one

_ The beſt' Method of 
another, and not to caſt off all: from 
themſelves, and throw itwholly upon the} 
Priefts. The ſame is urz'd by the Learn-Jf 
ed Rodrigues, Par. 2. tr. $. c. 15. whereas 
he ſays; that tho* it be the Prieft onlyJpr 
that- ſpeaks, and with his Hands Offers]|ca 
this Sacrifice ; yet all the Faithful Offer itYhi 
likewiſe with him : Which being ſuppo-{fai

Q. Hor do you mean in particular ? 

A. That while Chriftians in the Maſs 
offer to Almighty God the Body and 
Blood of Chritt, thus to pay Soveraign 
Homage to” him, they: would look on 
Chriſt on the Altar. as their Model, and 


there Conſecrate themſelves daily to God, 


by making a Sacrifice of their Body and

- 2. That as often as they offer Chriſt in

* hors in offering Chriſt on the Altar as 
a Propitiation for their Offences,they would 
remember, that Chriſt there offered, be- 
came a Remedy for Sin, by preſenting 
himſelt to the Eternal Father, to ſuffer 
whatever Puniſhment his Juſtice ſhould 
appoint, for the making due Satisfaction 
for the Tranſgrethons of Men-: And'con- 
ſequently if they deſire to partake of the 
Ettect of this Oblation, in the. Pardon of - - 
their Sins, they would there preſent 
themſelves before the Altar, in the Spi- 
rt of Penance. 1... Humbling themſelves 
at the fight of: their Offences; with a 
contrite Heart ; beſeeching God'to. grant 
thema fincere Repentance. 2. Offering

Thus it the Faithful prefent themſelves 
betorethe Altar, in this manner to offer 
up that holy Vidim, Chrift Jeſus, to his 
Eternal Father, it will moft certainly be 
tor God's Hondur, and the great Advan- 
rage of their own Souls. But if they think 
nothing of theſe anterior Diſpeſitions, but 
ran to Maſs out of Cuſtom, without any 
£oncern of thus raiſing up-their Thoughts 
* to God, or applying them, as the nature 
of this Sacrihce requires ; being there in a 
formal way, hke to many Statues, with- 
out praying or thinking, I can't tell what 
Benefit they expect, oreven what = do 
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there. And then for many others, who in 


' that lazy Poſture of kneeling on one Knee, 


ſeem to be paying their Duty to ſome De- 
mi-God'z others who are gaping and ta- 
ring about, -others who are prophanely 
Whi ingandConverfing,others i their. 
Vanities, and even 1n the State of Sin,with 
more ſtilFof this kind ; what canl fay of 
them, but that they abuſe the Bleilngs of. 
Heaven, make void the Defigns 'of Mer- 
,and are moſt irreligioully Diſhonouring | 
Gd in that Divine Inſtitution, which - 
was ordain'd for the giving him the high- 
eſt Worthip ? Can theſe any ways hope to 
obtain Pardon of their _ Sins, thro* that 
holy, Victim, . whoin the time of its offer- - 
ing.are giving new Provocationsto Heaven 
in the addition of their-Sins ; eſpecially 
thoſe who think ſo little of Contrition or.. 
Repentance, that knowing: themſelves to 
be In a wicked State, reſolved togo home 
as they came ? Will God accept this Offer- 
ing from them, who has declared, he 
will receive no- Sacrifice from polluted 
Hands ?. Certainly, there's little grounds - 
to flatter them with ſuch hopes : They 
have more reaſon to fear the part they 
have, in being preſent at this holy Obla- 
tion, is to make it a, full Reſemblance of 
Chriſt on the Croſs ; and therefore, as 
VEDNCIT+ 
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whenhe was naiPd to that Sacred Wood 
there wanted not ſome, who Reproached 
and Blaſphemed himin his Sufferings ; ſo 
here being now offer'd an unbloody Vi- 
Etim, *tis not without ſome, who by their 
rclgious Behaviour and criminal Lives, 
- like thoſe wicked Jews, caſt out Blaſphe- 
mies againſt him : Who are yet ſo much 
worle than they, inaſmuchas their Know- 
ledge and Beliet is an Aggravation of their 
Crime, beyond that ot the Jews, who 
had Ignorance toplead for them, in know- 
ing not what they did. 

Q. Then I ſee, to run to Maſs and ſee it 
ended,js not ſufficient to partake of the Effet s 
of it., unleſs a Perſon be careful to aſſift there 
with great Attention, Application and De- 
wotion. What then will become of many that 
think not of this ? 

A. *Tisevery one's Duty to be ſo in- 
formed and infirudted in ſuch Obligations 
as belong to their State,as to do them well, 
and if they are wanting in this, they have 
ſo much to anſwer for. Now a little rea- 
ſon is ſufficient to make them ſenfible of 
thefe general Diſpolitions thus required of 
them : For if they once reflect, that in 
2oing to Maſs they go to Honoxr God, to 
Thatkk him for his Benefits, to beg, Pardon 
for their Sins, to Pray for new Bleſſings, and 

to 
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to Commemorate the Death of Chriſt ; does 
it not inumediately appear, that botha Ke- 
ligious Behaviour, a Sincere Devotion, and 
Feorry Repentance, is neceſlary for the due 
performing theſe Obligations ; and that 
without this, they are not truly qualihed 
for the Juſt diſcharge of theſe great Du- 
ties : 

Q. I fee the reaſon of what you ſay, and 
wiſh all duly. flow bo Tos 46 good. 
But having now underſtood the Principal 
Ends and General Diſpoſitions, with which 
we are to hear Maſs, you muſt now comply 
with your Promiſe,and lay before me an eaſe 
Method for the joining with the Prieſt in 
making this Oblation. 

A. That Pll do; but you muſt give 
me leave to ſpeak to more than yourlelt : 
For there being amongtt the Faithful,Per- 
ſons of very different Capacities, ſome 
that underſtand little, others that are bet- 
ter inſtructed ; there is no one Method 
proper for all :; and for this-reaſon, I in- 
tend to propoſe three, an{werable to the 
three different Degrees or Orders, in 
which all the Faithtul may be ranked. 
One for young Beginners, who being 
wholly Strangers to this Public Service of 
the Church, deſire to be inſtructed m it: 
Another tor the generality of Catboies, 
» who 
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who by Education or Practice are better 
acquainted - with it. A third for ſuch, 
whoſe Learning, Picty or Parts, raiſe them 
ſomething above the reft. And a fourth 
may not be improper, for ſuch as are ab- 
ſent ; and thus 1 ſhall include the whole 
Body of the Faithful.

By this means, in a Week or Fortnight, ( it: 
being every Day the ſame) they'll begin to 
obſerve the more remarkable parts of it :

Wine into the Chalice. 4. The litting up 
the Hoſtand Chalice, 5. The Prieſt Recet- 
ving.

Having obſerved fomething of this, it
